Octagonal Seales are used to lay out Eight-square work, from 1 inch to 24 or 34 inch 
diameter. 

First, outline on the board, or stick, a square diagram of the dimensions wished for. 
The Scale marked M (Middle) is for setting a pair of Dividers from a point mid-way from 
the two corners of any one'side of this diagram. The Dividers, when thus set by the M 
Scale (using the distance from end of the Rule to the graduation on the scale which agrees 
With the full diameter of the square), will prick the distance from the mid-way point, on all 
four sides of the square, to the point at which to saw for an Eight-square. The Scale E 
(Edge) is used for setting the Dividers so as to prick on the sides of the Square, the distance 
from the four corners at which to saw for an Eight-square.

DireEctrons.—Place the stick across the flat surface of the Board, bringing the inside of the Cap snugly to the edge of the same ; then 


follow with the eye the Column of figures in which the length of the Board is given as the first figure under the Cap, and at the mark 


nearest the opposite edge of the Board will be found the contents of the Board in feet.

Nore.—The Log Measure (No. 481¢) has Doyle's Revised Tables, and gives the number of feet of one inch square edged boards which 
can be sawed from a log of any size, from 12 to 36 inches in diameter, and of any length. The figures immediately under the head of the 
Cane are for the lengths of Logs in feet. Under these figures, on the same line at the mark nearest the diameter of the Log, will be found 


the number of feet the log will make.

No. 45 Gauging Rod is graduated in Wine Measure, up to 120 gallons, on one side, and in inches and parts of inches on the other sides. 
DirEctions.—To ascertain the capacity of a Barrel, insert the Rod in the bung-hole, in a slanting direction to the chine, note point 
on the rod which comes exactly in the middle of the bung-hole, on a line with the under side of the stave ; then reverse the process, run- 
ning the point of the rod to the chine at the other end of the barrel ; and if the bung-hole is exactly in the middle of the barrel, the result 
will be the same as before, and the capacity of the barrel will be shown. If the measurements differ, add them together and divide by 
two, and you have the number of gailons the barrel will hold.

Drirections.— Having found the capacity of the Barrel by usc of the Gauge rod, insert the Wantage Rod perpendicularly in the 
bung-hole, holding it so that the brass lip points toward the head of the barrel ; lower it slowly until the lip comes just under the inner 
side of the stave, then withdraw it, being careful not to let the rod go any further into the barrel; and the mark where the rod is wet, on 
the line which has the full capacity of the barrel at the top, shows the number of gallons that are wanting to fill it. 


Extension Rute.—For accurately measuring a 
curtain fixture, window-seat, threshold, or any space 
between two fixed surfaces. When the Rule is ex- 
tended to required length, it may be secured by the 


set screw, 
‘The total length is ascertained by taking the number of feet indicated by large figure nearest left end of Rule, and adding to same the 


inches and fractions of inches exposed from under left hand end of the upper section (say, as in illustration above—2 feet, 434 inches).
